THE TAMIL NADU AGRICULTURAL PRODUCE MAR¬ 
KETS (AMENDMENT AND SPECIAL PROVISIONS) 
AMENDMENT ACT, 1988 

No. 11 OF 1988 

Enacted by the President in the Thirty-ninth Year of the Republic 

Of India. 

An Act further to amend the Tamil Nadu Agricultural Produce 
Markets (Amendment and Special Provisions) Act, 1978. 

In exercise of the powers conferred by section 3 of the Tamil Nadu 
21 of 1988. State Legislature (Delegation of Powers) Act, 1988, the President is 
pleased to enact as follows: — 

1. (I) This Act may be called the Tamil Nadu Agricultural Produce short title 
Markets (Amendment and Special Provisions) Amendment Act, 1988- and com¬ 
mencement. 

(2) It shall come into force at once.

2 . In section 5 of the Tamil Nadu Agricultural Produce Markets 
(Amendment and Special Provisions) Act, 1S178, in sub-section (2), for, 
the words “ten years and six months”, the words “eleven years and six 
months” shall be substituted.

Tamil Nadu 
Act 33 
of 1978. 
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Reasons for the enactment 

Under subjection (1) of section 5 of the Tamil Nadu Agricultural 
Produce Markets (Amendment and Special Provisions) Act, 1978 (Tamil 
Nadu Act 33 of 1978) , Special Officers were appointed to exercise the 
powers and perform the functions of the market committees and their 
term of office has been extended from time to time. Their term of 
office as last extended will expire on the 5th December, 1988, 

2. The Tamil Nadu Agricultural Produce Marketing (Regulation) 
Bill, 1987 which seeks to amend and consolidate the law relating to and 
to make better provisions for the regulation of buying and selling of 
agricultural produce and the establishment and proper admi ni stration 
of markets for agricultural produce in the State of Tamil Nadu, has 
since been assented to by the President. But the said Act has not yet 
been published as an Act and brought into force, since it would take 
some more time to make rules under the new Act and to constitute the 
market committees. 

3. The Government have therefore decided to extend the term ®f 
office of the Special Officers for a further period of one year beyond the 
5th December, 1988 and to amend section 5(2) of the Tamil Nadu Act 33 
of 1978 suitably for this purpose. 

4. Parliament has under Article 357 (1) (a) of the Constitution con¬ 
ferred on the President the power of the Legislature of the State of 
Tamil Nadu to make laws vide the Tamil Nadu State Legislature (Dele¬ 
gation of Powers) Act, 1988 (21 of 1988). 

5. Under the proviso to sub-section (2) of section 3 of the Tamil Nadu 
State Legislature (Delegation of Powers) Act, 1988, the President shall, 
before enacting any President’s Act, whenever he considers it practicable 
to do so, consult the Committee constituted for the purpose consisting 
of the Members of both the Houses of Parliament. In view of the 
urgency of the matter it is not practicable to consult the said Com¬ 
mittee. This measure is accordingly enacted without reference to the 
Committee.
